two defendants' constant badgering and harassment. 

The whole affair was like watching an episode of 
The People's Court unfold as students heard testimony 
from witnesses and the defendants themselves, detailing 
ongoing harassment and ridicule against the injured 
student and painting a picture of Mr. Andrews as the 
school bully, eager to intimidate those who were 
"different." It was all staged and coordinated by the 
Plymouth County District Attorney's Office as part of 
their Mock Trial Program in local schools. 

The Plymouth County District Attorney's Mock 
Trial Program is a comprehensive three-week curricula 
that focuses on drug and alcohol prevention, bullying, 
violence prevention, and Internet safety. These programs 
are designed to be informative, educational, and fun. An 
important lesson is explaining to each classroom the 
essential elements of the legal and criminal justice 
systems through the culmination of bringing the 
courtroom into the classrooms of elementary and middle 
schools. 

The program's focus is on decision-making, risk- 
taking behavior, and explaining the legal and social 
consequences for one's actions. It involves members of the 
local law enforcement community in each city and town 
and encourages children to have more communication 
with their police department and professional educators.

Two years ago, a similar mock trial was held at 
the school focusing on drug prevention — this time out 
the lesson emphasis shifted to intimidation and 
harassment.

The seriousness of the crime weighed heavily on 
the assembled students in the cafeteria of Old 
Hammondtown School as ludge lamie White returned to 
render her verdict. 

Mr. Nobrega was deemed only an accomplice in 
the incident, and was thereby given a lighter sentence of 
year suspended probation and was ordered to write a 
letter of apology to the Pickedon family and participate in 
100 hours of community service. 

Mr. Andrews, however, had two prior (and 
fictional) incidents of shoplifting against him and the 
testimony certainly suggested he was a longtime "bully" 
at the school. 

ludge White pulled no punches in sentencing Mr. 
Andrews: "There's a big difference between respect and 
fear," she said. "The school should be a safe environment 
for every student. Your behavior has been appalling." 

With that, the ludge sentenced Mr. Andrews to 
two-and-a-half years in the custody of Youth Services, 
with the first six months to be served now and two years 
on probation. He was also ordered to commit to 100 hours 
of community service before Sergeant Magee led him off 
in handcuffs. 

In the end, Principal Rosemary Bowman stressed 
the importance of communicating similar real-life 
problems to authority figures and delivered the all- 
important message to students: "Bullying and harassment 
will not be tolerated." 

The Mock Trial Program at Old Hammondtown 
School was sponsored by the Plymouth County District 
Attorney's Office under the guidance of Ed lacoubs, 
Director of Prevention Resources, and coordinated by 
teacher Kevin Tavares at the school.

channel 97 or 98 for some residents to view the weekly 
Selectmen's meetings and other community information. 

Selectman Andrews said that his concern centers 
around those individuals in town who do not have a cable 
box, and who do not have a cable-ready television sets. 
These people are unable to receive channels 97 and 98 and 
therefore are at a disadvantage, as they are unable 
ascertain the information that is important to their 
community. 

Ms. O'Keeffe explained that this is an issue that 
has experienced by many individuals for over twenty 
years — and that the situation varies from household to 
household because of the variations in people's television 
equipment. Therefore, she suggested that residents who 
wish to receive assistance in determining the possibility of 
receiving the community access channels (i.e. to 
determine if their television is cable-ready or if their VCR 
is cable-ready) should call the AT&T 1-800 phone number. 
She adds that it would be helpful to the technician on the 
telephone if the resident could have their television 
owner's manual available. If such availability cannot be 
determined over the phone, a technician can visit the 
home, and there would no charge for such a visit. 

Selectman Andrews also voiced his concerns 
about the fee structure for many of the services that AT&T 
offers. He is concerned that the categories of channel 
packages include so many channels — many of which 
pertain to sports, for example, that he feels those 
subscribers who do not have interest in such channels are

subsidizing it for those subscribers who watch them. He 
questions the possibility of offering an a-la-carte menu of 
channels to subscribers. Ms. O'Keeffe explained that it 
would be much more expensive to the consumer to order 
channels a-la-carte due to contracts between AT&T and the 
programmers. 

The second appointment on the agenda was with 
David A. Bancroft from SEA GAS CORP, regarding a 
permit to add a 30,000-gallon above-ground storage tank 
to the facility located across from Industrial Drive and 
adjacent to Route 195. Fire Chief Ronald Scott was on 
hand for the discussion and lent his support for the 
additional tank, adding that it is very safe and that it 
complies with NFPA58 standards. Selectman Denham, 
who has visited the site, added that he was quite 
impressed with the area. He noted that it is very neat, that 
the area is fenced in and paved. With the additional 
storage tank, the total will be 60,000 gallons of LP gas at 
the site. The application was unanimously approved. 

Next on the agenda, Selectman Andrews took a 
few moments to educate the residents on the proposed 
renovations for Center school. He offered very detailed 
drawings of the proposed renovations. He explained that 
currently, there is one pre-K class being held in the 
basement, two kindergarten classes, four first grade 
classes, five second grade classes, four third grade classes, 
as well as a special needs class, cafeteria administrative 
offices, a reading room, a speech class that must be held in 
a hallway and a guidance counselor who houses an office 
in a closet. 

The school is also not currently handicap- 
accessible. The renovations include adding two new first 
grade classrooms, six new kindergarten classes, a 
gymnasium and a cafeteria on the first floor. The second 
floor will house six new second grade classrooms, six new 
third classrooms and the library. The new layout will also

offer the added bonus of allowing the classroom hallways 
to be gated off in the evening hours, while leaving the 
cafeteria open for after-school meetings. 

"This is a brick and mortar project to meet the 
needs of the town for the next 25 years," he said. He 
reminded residents that this is the most cost-effective time 
to do such renovations. The state reimbursement rate is 65 
percent and as of June 1, that number will go down to 
51.25 percent. There is a Special Town Meeting on 
February 12 and the Special Election the following day, 
February 13, with polls open from 10:00 am until 8:00 pm.

Bike Path Study Committee member Stephen Kelleher. He 
updated the board on the happenings of the committee. 
He explained to the board that the ENF (Environmental 
Notification Forum) will soon complete it's study on the 
impact of the bike path from Phase I: Mattapoisett Neck 
Road to the Marion town line. The ENF will complete its 
study on the entire length of the bike path at once. Also, 
the design for Phase I of the bike path will be complete 
within two months. 

Mr. Kelleher is optimistic with the progress that 
the committee is having with the bike path, and assuming 
"all goes well" at the Annual Town Meeting, construction 
could start in the fall of 2001 or the spring of 2002. One 
hundred percent of the appraisals of land that will 
become home to the bike path have been completed, as 
well. The 3.8 acres of land has a value of $36,465, this 
figure does not, however, include the YMCA property. 
There are 20 parcels of land that are involved in this 
project, and Mr. Kelleher suggests that all the individuals 
be contacted regarding the bike path which will 
eventually abut their property. 

Next on the agenda, the board offered their 
signatures on the following:

Shellfish Officer Kevin Snow next submitted a 
request to open Hammett's Cove to commercial 
quahogging and waive the two-foot limit for the period 
from February 5, 2001 to March 9, 2001. Mr. Snow noted 
that since the area in question was planted with 50 
bushels of relay quahogs in June, 2000, a substantial 
amount of stock still remains.

Tom Dresser of Oak Bluffs, MA sent a letter to the 
board regarding the upcoming 150th anniversary of the 
Town of Marion next year. Mr. Dresser has previously 
prepared several town histories and he is offering his 
services to prepare a similar version of the "Marion Story" 
in honor of the upcoming anniversary. The board agreed 
to forward this information to an already-established 
four-member committee which will begin making plans 
for next year's observance. They also advised that anyone 
else interested in participating in this celebration should 
submit their names to them for consideration. 

Nancy J. Luther, Executive Director of the 
Governor's Highway Safety Bureau, sent a letter 
requesting the board to mandate all town employees to 
wear safety belts when traveling in vehicles. "The Bureau 
encourages you to include your local police, fire, and 
school departments under this policy," Ms. Luther wrote. 
Selectman Schaefer asked that this information be passed 
along to the various department heads as a reminder. "I 
personally believe that safety belts save lives," she said, 
"and I think it makes a good point." 

At 7:10 pm the board continued a public hearing 
regarding an Akita dog owned by the Melcher /Collins 
family which was involved in an attack against another 
dog owned by Thomas Bibeau last week. Animal Control 
Officer (ACO) Susan King came before the board last 
week to discuss ongoing problems with the Akita dog 
which is often found loose and unrestrained, despite 
being under a restraining order. Given this latest attack, 
she recommended the animal be destroyed. 

"It's been a constant thing to have (the Akita) run 
through the yard," Mr. Bibeau said.

Ms. King's recommendation to order the Akita destroyed, 
and they unanimously voted to that effect. "It's a sad 
thing that the animal suffers for the action, or inaction, of 
the owners," Chairman Winters said.

have been appointed and charged by the Board of 
Selectmen to examine the town's housing needs and help 
to secure state and federal funding for housing within 
town. The first and major goal on their docket is to 
inventory the types of housing currently available in 
Marion and determine assessed value and whether it 
provides only seasonal or year-round residency. 

Two of the bigger, long-term goals involve the 
implementation of Chapter 40B, which is the state's 
Comprehensive Permit Law, and the Governor's 
Executive Order 418, which was approved in January, 
2000. This latter measure allocates money to cities and 
towns throughout the Commonwealth to provide 
appropriate housing opportunities for residents. 
However, in order to be eligible for this funding, the 
municipalities have to meet certain criteria and 
guidelines. To date, only 154 towns in Massachusetts have 
been certified to meet this requirements — □ including 
Wareham and Mattapoisett. Neither Marion nor 
Rochester, however, have been certified under Executive 
Order 418, which is something the newly-dubbed Marion 
Housing Committee plans to work on. 

"I think you're off to a great start," said Chairman 
Winters. "The diversity of the people involved (on your 
committee) is going to pay off in the long run." 

At 7:45 pm the board unanimously voted to go 
into Executive Session to discuss a personnel matter and 
contract negotiations. There being no further items on the 
agenda, they would thereafter adjourn for the evening.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

January 29, 2001 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 29 at 
6:55 pm by Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Cutler, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met with Police Chief William 
Przybylek to review clarifications and amendments to his 
previously-submitted policy and procedure for 
appointing of new Police Department personnel. The 
board had previously reviewed the proposed changes and 
wanted some clarification of where the policy was not 
clear, according to Chief Przybylek. The chief suggested 
retaining Community Police Services out of Fall River to 
prepare and administer the exams used to determine a 
candidate's eligibility to join and advance in the Rochester 
force. This same firm had been employed previously by 
the Town of Rochester, and Chief Przybylek suggested 
remaining with them for future appointments. 

With several suggested changes and amendments 
made by Chief Przybylek, the board unanimously voted 
to approve the proposed policy and procedure for Police 
Department appointments as submitted. 

Chairman Parker asked the chief whether he had 
given any thought to establishing a "zero tolerance" 
Dolicy for so-called racial profiling in town, given the

recently-approved state law governing this practice. Chief 
Przybylek said he attended a workshop on the new law 
and felt the state statute was sufficient. "The new law 
takes effect on April 1," he said. "The Board of Selectmen 
really doesn't have to act upon it ... zero tolerance is 
(already) built into the state statute." 

The board next unanimously approved the 
minutes of the January 22 meeting and also reviewed 
submitted Personnel Action Forms for two part-time 
employees with the Communications Department — 
Patricia Knight and Melissa Trahan — and one part-time 
temporary employee to assist in the Town Clerk's office: 
Kathy Nyer, who was previously employed full-time with 
the town. The board unanimously approved all three 
hirings. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Susan Peterson to 
discuss the possibility of adopting the state-approved 
Community Preservation Act in town to build up funding 
for future land purchases. The board tentatively 
scheduled a Special Town Meeting on March 5 to adopt 
this measure, but Ms. Peterson said there were both pros 
and cons to this move. 

"The Community Preservation Act came into law 
in December and allowed the 351 towns in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to place a surcharge on 
property tax up to three percent," Ms. Peterson said. 
"Based on property valuations (in Rochester), that could 
yield up to $140,000 gross for Rochester ... but when you 
subtract exemptions and abatements, you're only looking

at about $134,000 generated for community preservation. 
That money is then matched by the state, but not at 100 
percent." 

Ms. Peterson cautioned, however, that there are 
certain drawbacks to the Act, noting that if Rochester did 
not approve the maximum three percent surcharge, they 
would lose the state matching funds. "At 1.5 percent ... 
we'd be down to $70,000," she said. "Then there are 
administrative costs ... and a committee of five to nine 
people must be appointed or elected to review how the 
funds are allocated annually. Accounts need to be set up 
to provide funding for open space, historic preservation, 
and affordable housing."

Rochester could lead to other complications, as Ms. 
Peterson said it's not clear whether the Board of Assessors 
had the proper software to implement the surcharge tax 
— that would mean the correct software would have to be 
purchased and installed, adding more costs on the 
administrative level. 

"You've always got strings attached to anything 
from the state," said Tax Collector Tom Gayoski. 

"If we don't have a Community Development 
Plan in place, (the state) can hold up matching funds," 
added Town Treasurer lohn Hall. "We're not even 
prepared to implement this." 

"If they're limiting the use of these funds, that's 
what concerns me," said Selectman Ryan. "I don't like the 
government telling us more and more what we can and 
cannot do. I really think the most important thing is to 
allow the voters to decide how their money is spent." 

Town Treasurer lohn Hall also said the town 
could elect to establish a community preservation 
measure themselves, but it would have to be self- 
sufficient, like the land bank proposal adopted in Marion. 

Ms. Peterson noted that a meeting was scheduled 
at the Southeast Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) this Thursday to discuss 
the pros and cons of adopting the Community 
Preservation Act, and she suggested they bring their 
concerns and questions to that meeting before proceeding. 

"I want to see what SRPEDD has to say before we 
move on this," agreed Selectman Cutler. "Since there's 
still a lot of questions about this, we should put together a 
task force next week to decide whether we're going to 
proceed with the Community Preservation Act or do 
something on our own. After that, we'll have a better idea 
of where we're going from here." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted he had retained the services of Special

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal weight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

Rochester Guided Walk 

The Wildlands Trust of Southeastern 
Massachusetts will sponsor a free, guided nature walk 
from 1:00 to 3:00 pm at the Peterson /Teal Farm in 
Rochester on Sunday, February 4.

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Dead Silence

Shadow of the Vampire. Starring John 
Malkovich and Willem Dafoe. Di- 
rected by E. Elias Merhige. Running 
time: 89 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At 
General Cinema 12 in North Dartmouth. 

Shadow of the Vampire is a provocative idea 
squandered. It asks one of those irresistible 
what-if questions: What it the mysterious actor 
Max Schreck, known today solely for his title 
role in F.W. Murnau's 1922 vampire master- 
piece Nosferatu, was a real vampire? Director E. 
Elias Merhige and screenwriter Steven Katz run 
with the notion that not much is known about 
Schreck, so — who knows, maybe he was a 
vampire. Well, not much is known about him, 
but that doesn't mean nothing is known about 
him. A bit of history; this won't take long. 

Film scholars usually describe Schreck as a 
"versatile" actor. He did a lot of movies and 
even more work on the stage. Nosferatu was 
neither his first film nor his last; he even worked 
again with Murnau, in the recently unearthed 
1924 comedy The Finances of the Grand Duke. He 
died in 1936 (outliving Murnau by five years), 
not at the end of a stake or seared by sunlight, 
but of a mundane heart attack. End of history 
lesson; now let's concentrate on why Shadow of 
the Vampire is a failure. 

Even if we knew the above facts, why 
wouldn' t we be inclined to let talented filmmak- 
ers have fun with the conceit of Schreck as an 
actual vampire lurking in the shadows of 
Murnau's set? Well, the filmmakers aren't tal- 
ented — the pace is wooden, the actors aside 
from the two scenery-chewing leads are ne- 
glected, the photography (by Lou Bogue) em- 
ploys some of the most punishingly, pointlessly 
dark lighting I've ever not seen, the script is flat 
and obvious — and they're not having fun. 
They have one idea — that Murnau the film- 
pioneer taskmaster was every bit as much a 
bloodsucker as his undead protagonist — and 
it's a tired one. 

Murnau (played by John Malkovich as the 
sort of irritable, pompous artiste you want to 
kick in the pants) tells his wary cast and crew 
that his star is a Method actor, "a student of 
Stanislavsky" who lives his roles. But Schreck 
(Willem Dafoe), we're given to understand, is in 
reality a vampire Murnau found somewhere 
and wants to capture on film "for posterity and 
science." Uh, I thought vampires don't show up 
in photographs (and on celluloid), but never 
mind. 

Schreck creeps around, draining the film's 
first cinematographer, so that Murnau has to go 
and find a replacement, Fritz Arno Wagner 
(Cary Elwes), a goofy frat-boy type who doesn't 
seem capable of devising some of horror 
cinema's most lasting images. There's tension 
on the set. Schreck freaks everyone out. The 
film's producer (Udo Kier, stranded with little 




to do besides worrying) worries. The leading 
lady (Catherine McCormack) is being groomed 
for Schreck's fangs — his payment for acting in 
Murnau's shadowplay . The leading man (Eddie 
Izzard) is scared of Schreck. Murnau keeps 
cranking the camera. The movie goes on like 
this, passionlessly, without a fraction of the 
power of its source. 

Willem Dafoe could have saved this affair 
single-handedly, and he has his game face on 
and his vamp fangs in, but Katz's shallow script 
gives him nothing to work with. Eventually, his 
stylized performance moves into hamming it 
up for its own sake, and never comes back. The 
role is tricky — he's playing a vampire playing 
an actor playing a vampire — and maybe that's 
too many plates for even this gifted veteran to 
spin at once. A little ambiguity — perhaps the 
suggestion that Schreck isn't a vampire, but that 
the cast and crew, under Murnau's eager en- 
couragement, come to believe he is — would 
have helped Dafoe and the movie. 

But that's not what we get. Shadow of the 
Vampire is a heavy-handed art-film semi-com- 
edy about the director as monster, complete 
with heady jazz about how the camera takes 
your essence and immortalizes you at the same 
time, just like, you know, a vampire. It's also 
unquestionably mean-spirited. It communicates 
no particular love for Nosferatu or the people 
who made it; it's a hipster ride on the coattails of 
greatness. (Why isn't this a movie about the 
making of Friday the 13 th and how Jason was a 
real slasher? Answer: because there's no art- 
house credibility in that.) At times it's like Ed 
Wood without affection — and a lot of the foot- 
age recreated from Murnau's classic is made to 
look as dorky as an Ed Wood film! 

I think the film's hip disrespect for real 
figures in film history — Murnau as a callous 
control freak who cranks the camera while 
people die in front of him? — is what annoys me 
about the factually inaccurate premise. Murnau's 
Nosferatu was an unauthorized adaptation of 
Bram Stoker's Dracula, and he had to change all 
the character names to avoid being sued by 
Stoker's widow. The producers of Shadow of the 
Vampire had better hope any descendants of the 
Murnau or Schreck families (if there are any) 
aren't as litigious as Stoker's wife was. At best, 
this is a dawdling, toothless riff on a far superior 
film. At worst, it's character assassination.

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Pay It Forward

One of last year's heavily-promoted Os- 
car hopefuls was a film that I found particularly 
disappointing and manipulative. No longer 
considered a major Academy Award contender, 
Pay It Forward, starring such award-winners 
as Kevin Spacey, Helen Hunt, and Haley Joel 
Osment, told the intriguing story of a young 
boy (Osment) inspired by his disfigured but 
brilliant teacher (Spacey) to come up with a 
school project to "change the world." 

The clever young man devises a plan to do 
several random acts of kindness for others, 
without expecting anything in return. His simple 
yet provoking idea is to do something good 
now in the hope that someone else will return 
the favor in the future ... hence, pay it forward 
as opposed to the usual pay it back. 





Although the film itself failed to hammer 
this unique message home by stooping to a 
tear-jerker ending in which a random act of 
violence virtually discourages anyone from 
attempting to affect change for fear that they 
might meet the same fate, I think the initial 
concept of "paying it forward" remains a noble 
idea worth exploring and promoting. 

So, too, do several Mattapoisett residents 
who were inspired to devise their own version 
of "pay it forward" for area residents. Accord- 
ing to Louise Vandal, owner of the popular 
Seaport Village Ice Cream and Coffee Shoppe 
on Route 6 where the first "Random Acts of 
Kindness" bulletin board has been posted, resi- 
dents Randy Smith and Wayne Walega came to 
her with the idea this past week. She simply 
provided space in her establishment for said 
postings. 

"We wanted to test-market it and see how 
it works," she said. "We have a lot of traffic in 
and out of here everyday ... people of all age 



groups who come in and many don't have 
contact with anyone. We have a lot of elderly 
people who need (help) ... I think they've got a 
nice idea." 

A corkboard titled "Random Acts of Kind- 
ness" now on display at Seaport Village is the 
first of what will hopefully become a series of 
similar bulletin boards placed throughout the 
area encouraging selfless acts of thoughtful- 
ness among residents. 

Randy Smith said the idea was inspired by 
the movie and a similar program at Old 
Hammondown School. 

"My wife, Daune, is a teacher at Old 
Hammondtown," Mr. Smith said. "Ruby 
Maestas started this idea at (the school) ... they 
have a box in the principal's office where 
people can put notes about random acts of 
kindness and each morning when someone has 
done something good they read them aloud 
over the intercom. I thought that's a nice idea 
that we all should be following. Wayne Walega 
... wrote up the poster on his computer and I 
donated the bulletin board. Our idea was Sea- 
port (would be) the first stop and maybe if it 
caught on we could expand to the library, post 
office, or Town Hall. As soon as we walked in 



(to Seaport) and put it up, people commented 
on what a great idea it is. You never know, it 
may work or it may not. It's based on the 'one 
good turn deserves another' sort of thing." 

"There are a lot of people who do good in 
this town and they don't get recognized for it," 
agreed Seaport Village employee Sara Audette, 
who actively supports the concept. "But like 
most new things, it takes a little while to catch 
on." 

The attached poster says it all: "Random 
Acts of Kindness ... are thoughtful deeds done 
without expectation of reward other than thanks . 
When someone was particularly helpful to you 
in your time of need, share it with the rest of us. 
It will spark the desire in all of us to make our 
world a little bit better by starting right here in 
Mattapoisett." 

In an age where we've all become a little 
too distant with the proliferation of automated 
machines which enable us to avoid human 
contact as much as possible, it's good to know 
that some people are still willing to reach out a 
helping hand. This simple gesture may not 
move mountains or change the world ... but it 
certainly can change one person's life for the 
better — and that' s a good start.
